Shirley Brothers- opened their 
plant only a short time ago and 
at that time filed their 18c to 20c 
price with OPA, Thinking that 
they automatically had received 
the green light for manufacture 
when no adverse ruling came from 
OPA, Shirley Brothers started 
manufacture and for several weeks 
have been: running at full capacity 
in an effort to serve folks in this 
section who are perfectly willing 
and happy in paying the asked 
pri¢e for blocks.

Men, squaws 
and younguns came up .from the 
Everglades. The Indians even 
brought their pigs along. 

When they had harvested last 
year’s crop, they told Miss Ren- 
inger they wanted to come back 
again this year. Then they went 
back into their Everglades home. 

During the months that ‘fol- 
lowed, Miss Reninger heard not 
one word from them. She bacame 
a bit worried. Perhaps they 
wouldn't show up and the crop this 
year would be lost. 

One week before time to begin 
the harvest, up drove a. Seminole 
man into Miss Reninger’s yard 
and told her shyly, relates the Mi- 
ami Herald, that the group from 
his tribe would report for work 
as promised.

Fishermen Will 
Fight Closing Of 
Lake Okeechobee ff 


(Moore Haven Democrat) 
More than a hundred commer- 
cial fishermen and dealers of the 
Lake Okeechobee area, met at the 
courthouse in Okeechobee Sunday, 
on the call of Representative W.J. 
Hendry, to organize Ñor a fight 
against the recent ruling of the 
State Game and Fresh Water Fish 
Commission. that Lake Okeecho- 
bee shall ‘be closed to commercial 
fishermen effective on October 1, 
1946. 

The meeting was largely devoted 
to a general discussion of object- 
ives and procedure and Rep. Hend- 
ry was appointed chairman of a 
special committee selected to 
carry on the fight as it sees fit. 
L. M. Lilly, A. A: Beck, and J. E. 
Frierson were selected as mem- 
bers of the committee to represent 
į Glads County. 

This committe plans to meet in 
Moore Haven in about three weeks 
to approve a’set of by-laws and to 
make further plans for the fight 
against the lake closing. A mem- 
bership fee in the organization will 
probably be $100 for each dealer 
and $10 for each fisherman. Oth- 
ers, outside the industry are in- 
vited to join as honorary members, 
|helping financially as they are |’ 
willing, but voting membership is 
expécted to be confined to the 
| fishermen.
